London, Aug. 0. — The House of Com- 
mons met to-day at 10 a. m. and passed 
the third readiner of the appropriation 

bill, which was then forwarded to the 
House of Lords, where it paaaed all 
atagea. lioth houaea then suapended 
busineaa until 2:30 p. m., when the 
(Queen's speech proroguing parliament 
was read as follows : 

" My Lords and Gentlemen : — At the 
close of tho aeBsion, during which there 
as been a diaturbance and conflict in 
Europo, I am glad to be able to inform 
you that the cordiality of my relations 
with foreign powers remains uncbangt ,|, 
The united influence of the powers, eig- 
natories to the treaty of Paris, were 
earnestly exerted early in the year to 
dissuade the king of (Jieece from a war 
upon which, unhajipily, he desired to 
enter. Though they failed in this en- 
deavor, tliey were nblp to bring about 
early Buspeneion of hostilities be- 
tween the two belligerents and ojien ne- 
gotiations for peace. These proceedinga 
have been protracted, and the formal 
treaty has not yet been signed, but there 
are good grounds for believing that all 
tho moat important matters in the con- 
troversy have been adjusted, and in re- 
turn for adequate indemnity, the terri- 
tory conquered by Turkey, with a slight 
modification of the frontier, will be re- 
stored to Greece. 

" I have given notice to the King of 
Belgium and tho German Emperor tlmt 
1 will terminate the treaties of lS(i2and 
ISU.'), whereby I am prevented from mak- 
ing with my colonies eucb fiscal arrange- 
ments witliin my Empire as seem to me 
expedient. 

" In consequence of the infraction by 
the Chiuesogovernment of certain stipu- 
lations of the convention of ISIO, a fresh 
convention has been concluded, estab- 
"ishing the frontier of Burmah and 
China more advantageously to my em- 
pire, and opening up the west river, in 
China, to European commerce. 

" I have concluded a treaty of com- 
merce and friendship with King Mene- 
lik. 

"The presence of representatives of 
the colonies and India at the ceremonies 
in connection with the celebration of the 
aixtieth year of my reign contributes to 
strengthen the bond of union in all parts 
of iny empire, and an additional jiroof 
of the attachment of tho colonies to the 
mother country baa been furnished in 
the fiscal leglBlation of Canada, and the 
contrlbntiou which Cape Colony, follow- 
the example of Australia, has offered 
our naval defence. 

" Tho famine which, to uiy profound 
grief, has prevailed to a large extent in 
my Indian domains, since the lirst of 
last year, has ta.xed Reverely tlie re- 
Bourcesof that country. Igladly acknowl- 
edge the energy and aelf-sacrilice of niy 
oflicers of all ranks, both Europeans and 
natives, and many jirivato persona, wlio, 
with nnliriiii: zeal and anxious ileaire to 
avoid giving oU'enco to native feeling, 
have labored to save life and relieve 
suiTeringB. The appeal to the sympathy 
of my subjects in all parte of my empire 
was responded to in a most generous 
manner. I rejoice to learn tliai, owing 
to the satisfactory rainfall, there is 
every prospect that the area of distress 
will bo very greatly diminiBhed, The 
plague, which has caused a large num> 
iier of dealliB, has almost diEa]ipeared. 
Tlie improveiiienl is mainly duo to the 
enertietic and judicious slops of the local 
governments, f'jvcry precaution will bo 
aiiojited, in view of the possibility of its 
recurrence. At present there is u steady 
decrease in its prevalence and fatal 
cU'ects. 

" Gentlemen of tho liouae of Com- 
mons : I am grateful for the liberal pro- 
vision to which yon have assented for 

increasing the maritime forces of my 
JOmpire. 

" My Lords and Gentlemen : It givea 
ine great pleasure to sanction the ar- 
rangements you have made for enlarginc 
the important harbors of Liovcr and 
Ciibraltar and strengthening the mili- 
tary defences of my Empire. I antici- 
pate that tbe facilities you have gi-\ en 
for the practice of military manoeuvres 
will conduce to the greater efficiency of 
my army. 

"The assistance your legislation has 
given to the .support of necessitous 
schools will secure ade(iuato provision for 
education in localities where it is most 
reijuired, and will, I trust, close for 
some time a diflicult and anxious con- 
trovoray. 

"ThomeaBuro yoii passed for the com- 
pensation of workmen injured by acci- 
dent in tho course of their employment 
will confer a great benefit upon a large 
section of the population. 

"I recognize with satisfaction thattlie 
Bteps taken to facilitate the transfer of 
land, tbe protection of snmmer water in 
the metropoliB, and to relieve distrees in 
the nopReBted districtB of Scotland. 
.' v!il^- rejoice thut you have been able to 



provide a more economical and more 
efficient system for judicial instruction 
in Ireland. 

" I pray that the fruit of your labors 
be assured by the protection and bleas- 
ing of Almighty God." 

Parliament is prorogued until October 
23rd. 

RHODES A DEAD ISSUE. 

Mr. Chamberlain Declines to Discuss Him, as 
the Matter is Already Settled. 

London, Aug. 4. — The South African 
policy of the British government was 
submitted to an attack in tbe House 
of Commons to-day by Sir Wilfrid La w- 
aon, Liberal, who also gave OecilKhodes 
a sharp prodding. Calling attention to 
the attitude of tbe Secretary of State, 
Mr. Chamberlain, towards South Africa, 
Sir Wilfred Laweon clasaed the lattor's 
policy as being " dangerous and destruc- 
tive to our reputation abroad." 

In referring to Oecil Bhodes, Sir Wil- 
frid remarked that tbe ex-premier of 
Cape Colony was guilty of treachery, 
betrayal of his Bovereign and disloyalty 
to his colleagues. Gontmuing, Sir Wil- 
frid explained that Mr. Rhodes' guilt 
consiated in "falsely writing a letter 
which was very like a forgery, involving 
bloodshed, murder and confusion in 
many parta of tbe world." 

" Yet," added Sir Wilfrid, " all has 
been endoraed by Mr. Chamberlain, wlio 
lias placed the House of Commona in 
the degrading position of declaring Mr. 
Rhodes to be an honorable man, and 
making Great Britain the laughing stock 
of all nations." 

Mr. Chamberlain, replying to Sir Wil- 
frid Lawson, declined to reopen "ques- 
tions which were regarded as settled. 
He added : " As to submitting disputes 
with the Transvaal to arbitration, it 
would be an extraordinary coarse to 
submit to a foreign tribunal a dispute 
between a suzerain and a subordinate 
state."

THOSE INTERDICTED PISH. 

Americans Exploiting Canadian Waters 
Greatly Worried by tbe New 
Regulations. 

Dci.uTii, Minn,, Aug, 0. — An issue in 
which a large number of lish companies 
are said to-be interested has been raised 
here, A vigorous protest has been made 
by the A. Booth Packing Company 
against paying the quarterof a cent duty 
on fish from Canada imposed bv the 
Dingley bill. Ccllector Willicutta' yes- 
terday levied on n cargo of fish brought 
by one of Booth's ateamers. He takes 
tho position tiiat the lish cannot be ad- 
mitted free as they were caught in Cana- 
dian waters by Canadian fishermen in 
the employ of the Booth company. The 
company, however, has filed a protest, 
in which it is stated that it is an 
American corporation composed of citi- 
zens of the United States ; that tbe fish 
were caught by nets owned by the com- 
pany, and were packed and transferred 
by it; that for this reason the fish 
should be admitted free under the pro- 
vision of the Dingley bill, which allows 
citizens of the United States to bring in, 
free of duty, fish which are caught in 
foreign fresh waters. The decision of 
Collector Willicuta will be apj)ealed to 
the secretary of the treasury. If tlie 
company is decided againat there it will 
be taken into court ao a test case. 



SCHLATTER AGAIN. 

Not Dead of Starvation, as Reported, but 
Stirring Up Ohio. 

Canton, Ohio, Aug, 5.— A man, who 
says he is the original Schlatter, has 
been creating great excitement here, T. 
C. Snyder, formerly a state senator, 
walking about the streets, was injured 
twelve years ago so that he has not 
walked without a crutch or cane since 
that time. Without solicitation from 
anyone, Mr. Snyder viaited Schlatter, 
lie has now laid aside the crutches and 
the cane. His recovery is the talk of the 
city, and Mr. Snyder is jubilant over tlie 
aid that has been eiveu him. Another 
alleged cure is that of John Kratieo. He 
had a leg broken, and the member, when 
healed, would not allow liim to walk 
without aid. After Schlatter had treated 
him he was enabled to get up and walk.

Winnipeg, Aug. 6.— A meeting of city 

ministers and other city officials was 
held to-night to protest against Sunday 
excursions on the Red river. Last Sun- 
day an excursion waa given on the steam- 
er Assiniboine and was largely patron- 
ized, and another is announced for next 
Sunday, To>night the ministers de- 
cided upon the formation of a Lord's 
day alliance and protested in resoln- 
tions against Sunday steamboat excur- 
sions.

REALIZING ITS MISTAKE. 

The Ottawa Government About to Reduce 
The Size of Mining Claims. 

Ottawa, .\ug. G. — The government is 
considering the sending into tlie Yukon 
of more police, the rush to that territory 
being so great and the necesaity imper- 
ative for maintaining order. The gov- 
ernment is being urged to appoint a 
strong executive officer to administer 
that territory and send him at once. 

Another point whicli the government 
is said to be considering is the propriety 
of reducing the area of tlie claims. 
Under the regulations as they exist, a 
claim consists of 500 lineal feet, and in- 
cludes both sides of the stream. As the 
richest streams are the amallest, it is 
thought that this is much too great a 
claim, and it would seem to bo so when 
it is considered that in the letter of Mr. 
Hart H umber, dated June 18th, it is 
stated that one Montana man took $96,- 
000 out of forty-five square feet, and 
that another took $140,000 out of eighty- 
five square feet, and it is added that 
there are many more strikea equally as 
rich. This being so, a single claim of 
.500 feet might yield several millions to 
one nian.

His Countrymen Faithful to the 
Nation Which Haa Given 
Tlieni Liberty. 



The London Daily'News contains the 
[ollowinB report of the ilniner of the 
British Chamber of Commerce in Paris to 
the three colonial premiers : 

The Britiah Gliamber of Commerce in 
Paris, that patriotic body which is 
always to the fore as the representa 
tive of Britisli loyalty, free trade and 
good will on the European continent, 
gave a magnificent entertainment this 
evening to the three colonial premiers, 
Sir Wilfrid Laarier, the Rt. Hon. G. H. 
Reld and Sir Gordon Sprigg. The loyal 
toasts and the health of the President 
of the French Republic having been 
duly honored, Mr. Harding, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce, proposed 
" The guests of the evening and Greater 
Britain " in an excellent speech, in the 
course of which ho remarked that " the 
colonies and ourselves are convincfd 
that we are one people." 

SII! wii.Fiuij's srKEcn, 

The three premiers replied in turn. 
They vied with one another in pride of 
their respective countries, and pride of 
the Britiali connection. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, as a French-Canadian, spoke in 
French. He must have been a cause 
alike of pride and disappointment to the 
Frenclimen who listened to him. He 
was clearly of French stock, and yet so 
emancipated from French insularity. 
His speech is pure French, but his ac- 
cent is French-Canadian, and strikes 
Parisian ears as English. Sir Wilfrid 
embodies the composite character 
of the Dominion. His common 
sense and independence of judgment 
must strike F^renchmen as sometliing 
new to them, but his oratory, clear and 
Bcholarly, shows that he has not lost 
the peculiar gifts of his race. The 
• French, and still more the English, 
could regard him as one of their own. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier said that if the 
British Empire had attained its mag 
nificent proportions, it will last only 
upon the broad basis of liberty in laws, 
religion and customs, under the suzer- 
ainty of the crown which baa been so 
nobly worn by Queen Victoria. 

*' We Oanadiana," said Sir Wilfred, 
" have been separated from France 
much less by the chances of war than 
by the indolence, incapacity and worth- 
lessnesB of a French King, Louis XV. 
Separated from F'' ranee, we have never 
forgotten her religion, her language 
anil customs. In visiting yesterday the 
streets of this splendid capital, Paris 
I noticed engraved on the public build 
ings the proud motto, ' Liljerty, Equal 
ity. Fraternity.' Well, gentlemen, wi 
have made realitiea of these words in 
Canada. Liberty, it you will excuse my 
pride as a Canadian in saying it, we 
have more fully than anywhere else; 
liberty for our religion which has been 
handed down to us; liberty for our 
language, which we hope to transmit to 
our children's children; liberty for our 
institutions, which we develop without 
let or hindrance. Equality, we have 
it, too. There is no domineering of 
one race over another in Canada, no 
asperity, no rivalry, nolliing but friendly 
emulation. And I place it on record 
to the lienor of our F^nglish country 
men. They respect us for our pride of 
and attachment to our French origin 
Among our national relics, we preserve 
an old flag of the French monarchy, 
which we ctierish as the apple of our 
eye. Yet, although this flag reminds 
us of FVench victories, our English 
countrymen have never taken odence 
at ita exhibition in public functions 
There you have true fraternity— 
(cheers) — we have remained French, 
while becoming British subjects^ but 1 
am deeply attached to British institu- 
tions. The day will come when, in 
consequence of our growth as a nation 
— we are a nation already — when, by 
the mere fact of our development, the 
link with Britain, slender as it is, may 
beconae still more slender. It may then 
be found necessary to give the colonies 
representation in the Imperial parlin 
ment. If, however, the result of this 
arrangement were to depri^-e us of our 
legislative independence, we would not 
liave it. If ever Imperial representa' 
tion were tlie solution of the problem, it 
would be a glorious day for me to be 
able to represent Canadian constitnents 
in the Imperial j>arliament." 

Sir Wilfrid said that some Frenchmen 
had shown astonishment that he, as a 
Frenchman, should be loyal to Great 
Britain. He might turn the tables 
on tliem and answer that here in 
l'>ance they were perhaps not so 
French as in Canada. What were the 
<|UHlitie8 of tlie race — chivalry, gener- 
osity, a sense of gratitude. '• We are 
faithful," concluded Sir Wilfrid, amid 
great cheering, in winch French luid 
lOnglish joined, " to the nation which 
gave us birth ; we are faithful to the na- 
tion which gave us liberty."

SHIPBCILDINS PROFITS. 

Nearly Four Hundred Thousand Dollars' 
Wortb Ordered by One Yukon 
Company. 

Se.^tti.e, Aug. 5. — Charles H. Hamil- 
ton, secretary and traffic manager of the 
North American Transportation and 
Trading Company, had let contracts to 
Moran Bros., of this city, for the con- 
struction of four Bteamers— six large 
passenger steamers on the same lines as 
the Chas. II. Hamilton, a river steam 
barge and a tugboat for use around St. 
Michaels. The contracts will reach 
nearly a quarter of a million dollars. The 
framing of the steamers will be carried 
on during the coming winter, and 
they will be sent up in the early spring. 
The hull of the Get There, the 
tugboat for use at St. Micliael's, is 
finished, and the machinery will be 
placed in it complete and tlie boat loaded 
on the Hueneme ao as to sail on the 10th 
instant. 

It ia now believed that the North 
American Transportation and Trading 
Company will build two 2,000-ton steam- 
ships for its ocean-going business, and if 
the present plans of the company are 
carried out they will ecjual anything in 
the coast line business on the Paciflc. 
The amount of its contracts placed at 
Morans alone within two weeks amount 
to more than $375,000.

Guano Kai'Ids, Iowa, Aug. 0.— If, A. 
Daley, a well-to-do Jennieoii man, shot 
bis wife last midnight. This morning 
he took poison and died while in charge 
of the officers. Tiio woman may pos- 
sibly recover. Last April Daley sent a 
letter to Major Swift of Chicago, saying 
he wanted a vroman of mature years as 
a wife. The Major gave the missive to 
the newspapers aa a literary curiosity. 
The result was that Daley received 
nearly five hundred answers from wo- 
men who wanted a liome. 

Out of the lot Daley selected Mrs. 
Hattie Newton, a Chicago widow. Three 
months ago they were married. Daley 
was seventy vears old and his bride 
forty-live. Their life waa unhappy. 
Daley became very jealous when his wife 
returned tq Chicago for a long visit. 
They cjuarreled bitterly and finally 
separated. 

Ho forced his way into her bedcham- 
ber, and pressing bis army musket 
against her heart, fired as tlio woman 
seized the musket and pushed it aside. 
Tlie charge penetrated her right side. 
She staggered from the house in her 
nightgown and fell bleeding on the door- 
steps of a neighbor's house, where she 
was found. Daley was arrested, and as 
there is no jail in Jennison, ho remained 
in custody of officers until morning, 
when he was to be taken to Grand 
Plaven. Before taking the train he waa 
allowed to enter a saloon and drink sev- 
eral largo glasses of beer. At the Imr he 
fell backward in spasms. Ho said he 
liad managed to slip stryclinino into the 
beer unperceived, and he died in a few 
minutes. 



A KICK FltOM GERMANY. 

Protest Against Extra Tax on Her Sugar 
Because of Kxport Bounty.

The Times of Thursday evening hiid 
for its leadinK editorial an altiick upon 
the provincial police force at Sandon and 
called for an investigation. 01 course 
with this demand, wMch would be rea- 
sonable enough in itself if there were 
any facta to warrant it, there ia an at- 
tack upon 'the Attorney-Genernl's de- 
partment. It ia tiuite true that com- 
plaints have como from Suiidou againet 
a police olHcer. They were received at 
the Attorney-Genorara office oa July 
22. They were submitted to the execu- 
tive at its next meeting, and on J uly 27 
the papers with inatrucLions were sent 
to CoinmiBsioner Goepel at Nelson. On 
AiicuBt 2 a telegriini was recoived from 
the CoiniuisBiouer sayinp; that the officer 
had been suspended pending an inveati- 
gation into the charges against him. 
We think that everyone will concede 
that there was no time lost in acting up- 
on the complaint, but that, on the con- 
trary, the Attoruoy-GeuerarB depart- 
ment acted with a promptneaa that 
would have been impoaaible if it were 
not that the Attorney-General of British 
Columbia, unlike the A.ttorneya-Qeneral 
of the other provinces, devotes his whole 
time to the public buaineBs. 

Under tboao circuuiutances, about 
which the Times could have been fully 
inlorinud if it had so desired, vhat jueti- 
licatiou, what shadow of e.xcuse, what 
scintilla of palliation ia there fox llie ua- 
aertion that it is hopeless to expect an 
investigation? We protest that it is 
time this bare-faced lying on the part of 
the Times ceased. Day after day aud 
almost every day, it assails the govern- 
ment, or some member of it, without 
the slighteat warrant for so doing. The 
governmeat has no reaaon to be disturb- 
ed over Buch attacka, but in the interest 
of decent polities and decent journalism 
it is time an end waa made oU them. 



THE SEALING QUESTION. 

The London Timea diacuases the 
American request for the reopening of 
the sealing question, and ita views will 
be of interest. It saya, in the firat place, 
that Secretary Sherman's bad uianners 
" ought not to affect our judgment 
of the real questions in dispute." The 
Paris award of 1S93 decided against the 
United States on all queationsof law and 
fact, declaring that the TTnited States 
had no exclusive right or exchiaive juria- 
diction in Behring Sea, and no propri- 
etary rights in the seals, but admitting, 
what was never disputed, that they had 
dominion over the seals when on the 
J'rybilofi' islands or within the ordinarj' 
three-mile limit. The award speciflcally 
declared that ontaide of this limit " tlte 
United Statea has not any right of pro- 
tection or property in the fur seals fre- 
quenting the islanda." This being the 
case, there remained only the queation 
as to what protection should be given to 
seal life in order that, in the interests of 
an imp(»rtant industry, the herds should 
not be exterminated. Aa the Times aays, 
ever since 1892, the British government 
has been willing " to make reasonable 
arrangements, equitable to both Ameri- 
can and British fur sealers, for 
the protection of the fur seal. It is the 
interest ol both parties that the seal 
should not be exterminated, and we were 
and are ready to take measurea with this 
object, provided they are framed in good 
laith and not in order to benefit the les- 
sees o( the Washington government at 
the expense of our Canadian fellow-Bub- 
jecta," In pursuauceof this understand- 
ing tlie commissioners drew up a code of 
regulations, and "we showed ourjjood 
laitli, as we were in honor bound to do, 
by (Eiving effect to these regulationa in 
the shape of municipallaws." These reg- 
ulations remain in force until they have 
been, in whole or in part, abolished or 
modified by common agreement, and 
they are to be submitted every five years 
to reconsideration. The first period of 
five years will expire in Auguat, 1898 

The Timea underatanda the American 
demand for a reopening of the question 
this year to be based upon the conten 
tion that the regulations were founded 
upon inadequate inloriuation, and it 
thinks that the British government is 
quite ready to diecuea thein upontliis 
ground. The article was written somodaya 
in advance of the determination 'of the 
government to appoint commisBionera 
to meet in Washington this autumn, and 
may therefore be accepted aa a aort of 
unoflicial statement of the reason why 
this commission lias been named. It 
being open to either party to the regula- 
tions to seek to modify them at any 
time, which modification can only be 
made with the assent of the other party, 
and it being conceded, to use the lan- 
guage of Professor Thompson, the Brit- 
ieh expert, that the present margin of 
safety for the perpetuation of the seal 
herd " is a narrow one, if it is not in 
some instances overstepped," it seems 
aa though good faith requirea the foitiab 
government to consent to a re-examina- 
tion of the evidence bearing on thequea- 
tlon of seal life before the five years 
are up. 

Sucli is aubstanlially the position 
taken by the Times, and it is very far 
from being wholly luireagonable. It by 
no means follows that, because the coui- 
miasion ia to meet, the regulations will 
be changed to the disadvantage of Cana- 
dian aealers. Experts, both scientific 
and practical, differ very greatly as to 
what protection is necessary, and dis- 
agree whether, in point of fact, there has 
been any actual diminution of seal life 
becauae of pelagic aealing.

The difficulty ia that the ministera, who 
framed them, have really nd idea of the 
subject with which they are dealing. 

Laup.ikt, on behalf of the Canadian 
government, has presented the Imperial 
government with the twenty-four horses 
ridden in the Jubilee parade by the 
Mounted Police, and added a memo to 
the effect that there are more like them 
where they came from. Whan Sir Wil- 
fred ia out of a job lie can easily get a 
place aa an advertising agent. 



The decision of the government to at 
oace largely increase the police force in 
the Yukon ia a wise one. We do not 
anticipate that there will be any great 
difficulty in enforcing order if there are 
enough oflicera on the ground to sup' 
press any indication of disturbance. 



It 18 greatly to be hoped that the telo' 
grama are (»>rrect which report the in 
tentionof the Dominion government to 
reduce the size of placer claims on the 
Yukon. 

The Queen's speech at the prorogation 
of jiarliiuuent ia very interesting read- 
ing;.

ANDREE'S EXPEDITION. 

It is nearly a month ainceHerr Andree 
with hia two companions aet out in 
their balloon from Danes Island with a 

stronc wind blowing from the scutheaat. 
Their starting point waa 617 miles from 
the Xorth Pole. If the wind kept up 
ateadiiy in the same direction and at 
the aame speed, ninety houra would 
have carried them to the Arctic coast of 
Eastern Siberia, but in that event they 
would not neGesaarily have gone much, 
if any, nearer the Pole than Nansen did. 
They might, in fact, describe a circular 
course a little outside of the drift of the 
Fram, in which case they would have 
some advantaces as to observations 
owing to their altitude. If by any good 
fortune the wind ahifted after they were 
well on their journey and they were 
carried directly across the Pole the same 
length of time, or say four days, would 
have brought them to the Arctic shore 
of this continent, and they may by this 
time have reached Fort Good Hope on 
the Mackenzie river. Unless some acci- 
dent has befallen them, or they have be- 
come becalmed at the extreme North, 
they ought long ago to have reached the 
mainland either of Europe or America. 
The absence of any news from the party 
is somewhat extraordinary, if, aa is aaid, 
tiiey took carrier pigeons with them. 
This suggests accident. If they have 
reached Siberia or Northern Canada 
there is no reason to expect news from 
them for a long time, althouch they 
may bo heard from any day. Tliere are 
regions from which, if they should 
descend in them, weary months of travel 
would be necessary to take them to civ- 
ilization. It will be recalled that some 
of the members of the Jeanette expedi- 
tion were lost after they had reached 
Siberia ; but of course Andree and his 
companions are better equipped than 
were those unfortunate men. To search 
for them would be almost useless, for it 
ia impossible to assign any reason why 
they are more likely to be at one place 
than at any other place. They may be 
expected to report themselves, if they 
ever report, at any point along the 
w hole circumference of the globe. They 
went to an unknown land, trusting to 
an unknown quantity, namely, the 
wind. While it ia very much too soon 
to give tliem up, it is likewise very un- 
reasonable to suppose that for twenty- 
six daya their balloon has been floating 
around above the ice. They must have 
descended somewhere, and the queation 
is. Where?

THE STICKEEX ROUTE. 

An Official Letter on the Advantages Which 
It Offers. 



The followiuj; letter on the subject of 
routes with the Yukon makes even more 
interesting reading now than when it 
was written, fifteen months ago:

In order that there may be no possi 
bility of the Dominion government mis- 
understanding the opinion of practical 
and experienced mining men on the sub' 
ject of the new regulations for the ad- 
ministration of the Yukon gold (ielda, ii 
re(iui8ition waa placed in circulation yes- 
terday requesting His Worship the Mayor 
bo convene a public meeting to give ex 
preaaion to Victoria's views on the ques 
tion. By noon the committee in charge 
of the document had tfie satisfaction of 
having secured a sufficient number of 
names of prominent business people to 
justify the calling of the desireil meet- 
ing, and when evening came the further 
satisfaction waa theirs of not liaving liad 
refusal from anyone to whom the 
reguiaition waa presented. The meeting 
will in all probability be arranged for 
some evening early in the coming week, 
and it ia not venturing into the domain 
of prophecy to say that an expression of 
dissatisfaction will be the outcome such 
as will surprise the government to whom 
it ia addressed. 

" The claims are altogether too large, 
and I have advised the minister of tlie 
interior that such is my opinion, f 
don't think that they could do better 
than take the provincial mining laws as 
their guide in framing new mining regu- 
lationa for the Yukon." Such was the way 
in which Chief .luatice Davie expressed 
himself in regard to the new Yukon 
regulationa. The Chief Justice in liis 
early days had considerable experience 
in the mines of the province, and his 
opinion on these subjects necessarily 
carries much weight. 

Jlr. J. B, Lovell, one of the best 
known of Victoria's worthy pioneers, 
thinks that it is preposterous to give 500 
feet to each miner. Such a thing waa 
not heard of in any other part of the 
world. 

" Why, in some camps in Australia," 
he said, " they only allow a patch 
twelve feet Bquare to each claim. Of 
course this ia ridiculously aniall, but ■')00 
feet is equally too large. As to reserv- 
ing alternate clainia, it may be well 
enough, but 1 don't see how they are 
going to carry it out." 

" In your interview with me yester- 
day regarding the collection of royalties 
on the Yukon mining claims," writes 
Mr. W. K. Losee, "I had no idea it wan 
for publication, otherwise I would havd 
stated what I believe from experience to 
be the moat elTeotivB way of raising a 
revenue from placer claims, viz., re- 
duce the size of the claims to 100 feet in 
eiiglh and from rim to rim where the 
F.treaui hanks are more that 100 feet 
apart, and in snuill atruama the claim 
to he 100 feet B(|uare; and for each claim 
ocated and reeorded an annual fee or 
rental of, say $25 per annum, to be paid 
before the expiration of one year from 
the date of such recor<l. Otherwi.se the 
claim should be deemed to be vacant 
revert to the crown . I believe this 
to bo the only ellective way that any 
money could bo collected, as then a cor- 
rect record could be kept of every claim 
recorded, and when a miner came to re- 
new his annual license lie would have to 
pay his rental or else vacate his ground. 

" My reasons for belieying that the 
claims should be no larger than 100 feet 
uare is that to-day in Cariboo there 
are claims on Williams atid other creeks 
of 100 feet that have never been worked 
out, and there was no frozen ground to 
lontend with either; whereas in the 
^'ukon the ground ia frozen solid the 
year round, except in some places on 
river banka where there ia no moss or 
other obstructiona to prevent tlio sun

THE NICARAGUA CANAL, 

President McKinley Pieparedto Recommend 
an Investment of One Hundred 
Millions. 

W.KSiiiNCTo.N', Aug. 4. — No matter what 
the attitude of tho Greater Kepublic of 
Central America may be, it is the inten- 
tion of tbe administration to recommend 
governmental control of the Nicaratrua 
canal when congress assembles ne.xt De- 
cember. This was made plain at a con- 
ference at the state department partici- 
pated in by ABsietant Secretaries Adee 
and Uridler, Senator Morgan, former 
Senator Miller and Mr. Merry, the re- 
cently appointed minister to Nicaragua, 
Salvador and Costa Rica, regarding tbe 
complications which have grown out of 
the refusal of the government of Costa 
Rioii and Salvador to receive Mr. Merry. 

It has been ))rautii'ally decided that 
Mr. Merry eliall go to Costa Rica, 
whither the headtjuartera of the legation 
will be tiaiiaferred from Nicaragua. No 
steps will be taken to make the transfer, 
however, until the governments of Nic- 
aragua and Salvador have again been 
beard from. 

Tho administration believes there is 
no necusaity of entering even into a new 
convention with Nicaragua with a view 
to aeciiriui: authority for the construction 
of a waterway. The programme it will 
follow will be based upon the provisions 
of tbe convention now in force as well 
as tbe concession which was granted to 
an American company by theNicaraguan 
government for the construction of the 
canal. This concession will not expire 
for three years. 

Acting in accordance with instructions 
given by the state department, Minister 
J5aker is watching every move oi the 
opponenta of tlie canal in Nicaragua, 
antl making reports thereon to tho state 
deiiartineut, so that in case of necessity 
lirunipt action may be taken by the 
atitborities. 

Tlio Walker cnninii!-:aion, which has 
been holding meetings at the state de- 
partment, will make a preliminary re- 
port to congress at the beginning of the 
ticssion, setting forth its estimate. 
Should this report show that the cost 
would not be greater than .t 100,000,000, 
the President will proliahly have some- 
tliing to Kiay in liiH lirat annual message 
in rcL'artl to the advisability of the pas- 
Bage of a bill guaranteeing the construe- 
tiPn Ot (be canal under government con- 
trol. ^ 

IMIK SEALING LKTTEllS.

London, .'Vug. ;).— Tho parliamentary 
eecrotary of tho foreign ollice, "Mr. 
Ourzon, replying in the House of Com- 
mons to-day to a question put by Sir 
Charles Dilke as to whether Her Ma- 
jesty's government would at once pub- 
lish Secretary Sherman's dispatch of 
May 10 and any reply thereto, said 
papers were in preparation whicli would 
include tiio disjiatch referred to and the 
reply to it, but Mr. Cnrzon added that 
the government did not think it desir- 
able to publish the two dispatches unless 
in conjunction with tbe previous corres- 
pondence on the same subject.

FERRYBOATS. 



The Kind Tliat Were In t'lio a Ilnudrril 
Years Ago. 

The horse boats between the ('itii s of 
New York and Brooklyn may ho cited 
as early attempts to Kolvo tho problem 
of transport by water. Au intorcKting 
feattire of these early constructions -was 
the u.so of a water ■wheel 1 3 feet or so in 
diameter, with 24 float.s, tho latter in- 
clined .slightly to tho radius so as to 
avoid the lifting of the water, which is 
so tronblesouio u feature of the radial 
float. Those horse boats apjiear to have 
been of three general designs. In tho 
first a frame, shaped somewhat like tho 
letter "A" or an Inverted "U," was 
mounted to turn around its vertical 
(xiH. Four of these frames, dividing tho 
rircle into cigltt parts, made a sort of 
skeleton coiie, and this cone was caused 
to revolve by eight horses moving in a 
horizontal circular path about 20 feet 
in diameter. Tho face gear, IC feet in 
diameter, drove a three foot pinion 
mounted upon the axis on the water 
wheel shaft and the wheels were within 
the frame in an opening between half 
hulls. 

The second plan wca of a conical 
skeleton frame at an incline of about 
ono in two, so that tho hor.ses had to 
travel up this inclined surface, causing 
it to rotate with their weight and trac- 
tion. 

In tho third plan — a smaller design — 
tho paddle -wheels were broucht into a 
well between tho two half hulls of the 
boat, catamaran fa.shion, as iu tho first 
ariangeinent, and the frame was mount- 
ed above tho wheels, and its rotating 
motion was transmitted by intermediato 
idle wheels to the water wheel shaft. 
Boats of the first and second class seem 
to have been about 75 feet long. 

It is interesting also to observe that 
the swinging bridge for ferryboat serv- 
ice had been already thought out by 
Fulton early in this century, with its 
counterweight construction and its 
windlass for making tho boats fast. 
Such boats scom to have drawn a little 
over two feet of water and to have had 
perfectly flat bottnuis, like scows. — Pro- 
fessor F, R. Hutton iu Gassier 's Maga- 
zine.

Shelby prepared himself 
with affidavits from leading citizens and 
went to Washington. Disdaining a.ssist- 
ance, he obtained a personal interview 
with Mr. Cleveland. When he entered 
the executive office, Representative 
Dockory, tho banker at Gallatin, one of 
hi.s bitterest opponcnt.s, was present, 

" 'I have been nccttscd of assassina- 
tion, Mr. President,' said Qener.1l Shel- 
by, 'and have been informed that the 
uppointuieut to the United States mar- 
shalsliip for tho western district of Mis- 
souri hinges upon that charge. In jus- 
tice to a Democrat I want you to extuu- 
ine theso papers at your leisure. ' 

" 'You have been correctly informed. 
General Shelby,' said tho president. 
'That charge has been made. I will look 
ot your papers. ' 

"Cougre.=smnn Dockcry interjected a 
remark. 'I will bid yon good morning, 
Mr. President, ' said the general. 'There 
is nothing that man' — pointing to Doek- 
ery — 'can say to me in this offlco or in 
your presence. There are many places 
in which he can meet nie if ho desires.' 

"There was a distinct challouge in 
his mtmner and glance, but it never 
euiue to anything.

Two Victoria Firenieu Have the 
Honor of Makioir Its Ac- 
qnaintance. 



Watched It for More Thau Two 
Hours, But Still Thoroughly 
Myatmed. 



That strange aerial curiosity, the fire 
balloon, which has been completely mys- 
tifying the people of the Northwest dur- 
ing the past two or three months, ia 
evidently becoming bolder— or else naore 
people are keeping lato hours than for- 
merly, and in consequence have the good 
fortune to catch a glimpse of it. What "it" 
is, where it comes from or goes to, and wfio 
or what manner of men are responsible 
for its movements, remain just as greot 
a puzzle, however, as when the bright 
light first made its appearance in the 
sky, fully a month ago. 

For upwards of two and a half hours 
Firemen North and Swain of the city 
brigade had opportunity to' inspect tlie 
erratic visitor yesterday morning, and 
when it was finally lost sight of ia the 
morning air they' were as complistely 
mystified in regard to its character as 
when they first sighted it. 

It was Swain whose attention was first 
attracted to the lieht, he and his com- 
panion having been left on duty at the 
scene of a grass fire on the golf links that 
threatened, if not carefully watched, to 
break out afresh and paueo damage to 
adjoining property. It was floating low 
then, and he called to North to notice 
what a bright mast light some ship was 
carrying. Then both looked, and North 
observed that it could not be a mast 
ligbt as no ship in these waters carried' 
BO bright a lookout light. 

While they speculated as to it, the 
light came nearer, floating so low as to 
be mirrored in the waters of the Straits, 
in the direction of and apparently over- 
hnngiuK Discovery island. It had no 
discernible form, balloon shape or other- 
wise—it was just a great light as liarge 
h orn the dietancs at which it was viewed 
as the drum of one of the hose reels, and 
brighter far, according to the two fire- 
men, than electric light. 

As they watched, it slowly rose and 
then took a westerly direction, sailing 
over about an eighth of the horizon 
circle, and then returning. As soon as 
it dawned on the two watchers that the 
object of their attention was the light of 
which so many had been talkinc, they 
resolved to note particulars, and hurried 
over to the Mount Baker to procure a 
night glass. No instrument of the kind 
was available, however, and they had to 
rest content with bringing the night 
clerk of the hotel out to see what they 
had seen, and be equally wonderstruck. 

Until four o'clock the brilliant body 
hung suspended in mid air, passing 
slowly from east to west and back again 
three times, and only disappearing with 
the coming of the day. At one time the 
firemen believed that they saw a dark 
body outlined behind the circle of in- 
tense light, but they could not identify 
it positively — to look at tho light itself, 
according to the two witnesses, was like 
looking at the sun at high noon. 

What the light was they cannot con- 
jecture. They have listened to many 
theories during tho past twenty-four 
hours, but cannot reconcile any with 
what their eyes have witnessed. Tho 
favorite theory seems to be that some 
daring inventor is trying tho product of 
his brain in the privacy of the night, 
preparatory to giving his secret to the 
world. If this be the fact the inventor 
is the most successfnl keeper of a secret 
that has appeared on the scene for some 
time. And yet this secmB the most 
rational explanation yet put forward. 
Too many have seen the midnight visitor 
for people of common sense to doubt tbe 
presence of a mysterious something.

People Who "Know It All" Declare That 
the Hardships OiitweiBli the 
Chances, 

S.\N Fka.ncisco, Aug. 0, — Speaking of 
the Klondyke output of gold, the chief 
clerk of the mint said: "All the gold 
brought to this city from the Klondyke 
mines does not esceed i(80O,O0O, and all 
that has been taken out this year and 
aent to the other mints in the country 
does not exceed $2,000,000. 

J. C. Butler, of the Pullman Car Com 
pany, ia in receipt of a letter from R. P 
Taylor, a financial broker in Seattle. A 
lew days ago Mr. Taylor received a let- 
ter from some men whom he had sent 
to the Klondyke section last spring, 
which informs him that every claim 
within 150 miles of Dawson City has 
been taken up, and men are rushing all 
over the country looking for locations 
It says that starvation and hardships 
stare manj' of them in the face. 

PouTLANij, Maine, Aug. 6. — Captain 
MilsB Standiah, of Montreal, wlio has 
been spending the summer in Alaska, 
knows all about the Clondyke gold craze! 
His advice to intending prospectors is 
"don't." In a letter received hereto- 
day he says that the situation in tho 
Klondyke is not very dissimilar to other 
gold fields. The yellow metal ia there, 
but it does not lie around on the ground 
in chunks awaiting to be scooped up. 
It can only be secured by patient and 
uncommonly laborious placer mining, 
interspersed with many weary miles of 
tramping around from pocket to pocket. 
He farther says that the journey to the 
"diggings" from Juneau is an enterprifie 
calculated to appal the stoutest heart 
Beyond all thia, starting now, it will he 
winter soon in that region, and anyone 
who starts must stop over at Juneau, or 
somewhere else, until next May. There 
is not food in Alaska to keep tiie people 
for a month. He drops a liint that the 
larger part of the Klondyke is in Cana 
da without " stretching the elastic boun 
dary line one single inch," and says that 
the Dominion police will have something 
to say about the Yankees coming over 
there and taking away all the gold.

Canada for the Canadians — and the 
Klondyke ia in Canada — ia a saying ap- 
plicable to insuring miners and others 
who are going to the new mines. In 
other words, although the leading Am- 
erican companies have decided to refuse 
applications for insurance from all who 
propose taking part in the rash to the 
Yukon, the principal Canadian ofiSces 
are wide open for this class of basiness. 

" I will ' take the lives ' of all you can 
send me — provided they pass the requis- 
ite doctor's examination — Klondyke or 
no Klondyke," was the emphatic man- 
ner in which Major A. W. .Tones, tho 
genial representative of the Dominion's 

freat insurance company, tlie Canada 
life, of Toronto, disposed of the ques- 
at tion. " During the rebellion in the 
Northwest," continued Major Jones, 
" the company wired me to inform all 
policy holders who were members of the 
militia and who might be ordered to tho 
front, that their insurance would be pro- 
tected, and it is not likely thut they will 
now hesitate about the Yukon. The 
mines are in tlie Dominion ainl our 
policies cover the entire area of Canada 
as to residence. No one needs to go to 
the Klondyke uninsured because of tho 
stand taken by some companies." 

The North American Life have in- 
structed their agents, Messrs. I^eo and 
Fraser, not to accept risks on the lives of 
miners aud prospectors going to the 
Yukon, although the policiea issued by 
this company are unconditional aa to 
place of residence after a period of one 
year. Mr. Eraser, in referring to the 
subject, said: " There is no doubt that 
all the life insurance companies will fol- 
low the lead of the larger American con- 
cerns in refusing Yukon riske, for a time 
at least. The great difHculty that mani- 
festly stands in tho way of doing busi- 
ness in that part of the world is the 
almost total lack of constituted authority 
in tho wilderness of the great Northland, 
Of course there are the heads of tho 
mounted police department who are in 
the district, but the distances are so 
great that it is utterly impossible in 
many cases to have a satisfactory i<lenti- 
ticfltiou of any one who might meet his 
death, say while he is out prospecting. 
At least thia is sure to be the case for 
some time to come, and looking at it in 
this light the companies have come to 
tho conclusion that the trouble and de- 
lay likely to result in aettling claims 
would prevent the buainess paying. One 
contested claim would do a" company 
more harm than a whole year's buainess 
in the new mines." 

Mr. Beaumont liogga, of the Manu- 
facturers' Guarantee and Accident As- 
surance Co., which is another Canadian 
institution, stated that he liaa had no 
instructions to refuse accident risks in 
the Yukon territory. "And on paytnent 
of the re(|uire(l premium anyone can ee 
cure a policy in my company of :fl,500 
and go just where he pleases," he ob 
served. 

The Ontario Muttial, whose afTairs In 
this district are in the hands of Mr. R 
L. Drnry, have not followed the lead of 
the American companies, although th 
local agents do not feel justified in push 
iiig buaineas in tho new mines. "Ou 
policies," euid Mr. Drury, "are nlisolu 
tcly devoid of all restrictions as to reel 
dence, and as soon as a man liaa paid 
his first premium he is never asked 
where he is going. I have insured th 
lives of the customs othcials who lately 
went north, and any of our policy 
holders can, if tliey so desire, take tl 
ne.xt boat for the Klondyke, no matter 
how short a time their policies may 
have been in exiBtence, and as long as 
they continue to pay their premium 
they are fully protected. Some com 
panies make a stipulation that tbei 
))olicies shall not be unconditional until 
the expiration of one, two, and in some 
cases three years, but oura are free from 
tbiB feature." 

T. H, Pressor, who is local af^ent of tho 
Confederation Life, of Poronto, was ad 
vised by the head oflico not to accept the 
class of risks under diseuiision, but 
policyholders in this company enjoy the 
privilege of living wliere they like with- 
out regard to the length of time their 
policies have been in existance. "Our 
policiea are unconditional, and a person 
who has once taken out one can im- 
mediately make up hia mind to go where 
he likes. We are not looking for risks 
on the lives of men going into the mines, 
the company do not think that 
country ia as yet sufliciently known to 
warrant them accepting theeo risks. 

Tho Federal Life Assuranci! Co., of 
IlamilLon, who are reprefiuiiti'd in this 
city by Mr. Boiiley, is uIho aiicither Can 
adian comjiany which has notdrawa tin 
lino at tho mines of the nortliweat, The 
policiea in this canij)any arc likewise 
free from restrictions of anj' kind. 

The Kquitable Insurance Co., of New 
York, are not at present repreatated in 
this city. 

" Until further notice, decline to .ac- 
cept risks on men going into tlm K Ion- 
dyke," was the tele'grnphic instniclions 
sent to Messrs. Meisternian Co., 
agents of the -Alutual Life of Xow York, 
a day or two previous to the sailing of 
the Islander. "This," said Mr. Fore- 
man, of the firm of agents, " ia evident- 
ly only a temporary restriction, and wo 
are now negotiating to bo allowed to ac- 
cept insurance on the lives of merchants 
visiting the new mines, and I think we 
will soon be in a position to do so. Tho 
company does a very large business in 
Alaska at present, and has done bo for 
some time, and I suppose the new order 
has been caused in a great measure by 
the newspaper reports of the tremendous 
mortality in the new mines— the 2,000 
grnvea on the Y'tikon yarn, particularlv. 
There is no doubt that men going into 
the mines at present must eoino under 
the head 'extra hazardous' until the 
company can get reliable information aa 
to tho actual state of thincs in tho now 
diggings."

Sloop Without Number, Name or 
License Seized by the 
Cnstoms.

Christian Endeavorer Passenger 
Rates Expire on Monday— The 
" City of Seattle.". 



A two-ton sloop tailing from Nanaimo, 
and having neither name nor number 
painted on lier stern or bow, was seized 
by the customs yesterday afternoon, and 
her owners auramoned to appear before 
Collector Milne. In one of the owners 
the collector recognized a man against 
whom Oapt. George Koberts, formerly of 
the Willapa, has sworn to a declaration 
accusing him of looting that vessel while 
she was on the rocks up North. The 
man when asked about this second 
charge denied it yesterday, and claimed 
that ho had boon working for Capt. 
Roberts at the time the looting was aaid 
to have taken place. More than hear- 
ing his atateinent, however, Collector 
Milne could not investigate yesterday, 
and he has deferred the hearing of both 
charges until such time as Capt. Roberta, 
who is now North on the Eosalie, re- 
turns to give evidence in the case. Un- 
til then the slGop will be held. The law 
says that the name of a port or place in 
which a vessel was last licensed must 
be painted on her bow or stern in let- 
ters at least three inches long. In the 
sloi)p'8 caBe, however, she did not com- 
ply with the law in that respect or in 
tho respect of getting a license, which 
latter, no doubt, accounts for the 
former, 

THE " CITY OF SEATTLE." 

A dispatch from Tacoma about the use 
to which this steamer is to be put says : 
" It ia publicly announced that George 
B. Dodwell, of Dodwell, Carlill c^c Co., 
and several othera, have chartered the 
Bteamer City of Seattle from the North- 
ern Pacific Kailway Company, and will 
place her on tho run between the Sound 
and Juneau, Skaguay aud Dyea, the in- 
ititio.l trip to be made August 15. It ia 
also rumored that thia company have 
chartered and are operating the ateam- 
ers Ilosalie and Edith, which have al- 
ready started North with every avail- 
able inch taken. Mr. Dodwell said: 
" We intend to place the City of Seattle 
in as fine condition as it is possible to 
place her. yhe will be able to make the 
round trip from this port to Dyea much 
quicker than any steamer now on the 
run. Steaming at a rate of 1-1 knots per 
hour, she should be able to reach Dyea 
in three days. She will bo altered so as 
to accommoflato 500 pn.ssengers, 250 first 
class and 250 steerage. There will also 
be suflicient room for 500 or (iOO tons of 
freight besides a quantity of live stock. 
She will touch at Seattle and Port 
Townsend both out and in bound. It ia 
our intention to maintain the same rate 
as the other companies; flO first class 
aud :f20 second class. Tho steamer will 
make the second trip on August 20." 

Strength is lent to the rumor that Mr. 
Dodwell and his colleagues are behind 
the Rosalie and Edith from the fact that 
George Lent, one of the old Willapa 
crowd, is in charge of the repairs to the 
Seattle's machinery, and also that Man- 
ager Peabody is said to have stated 
while here that his company had good 
backing in securing the Rosalie. 

STEA.MBOAT AND BAILBOAO Tlt.M'1-fC. 

Monday will be the last day of grace 
given by transportation lines for Chris- 
tian Kndeavor rates, and on Tuesday 
fares will go up to their old notch — near- 
ly double those now in vogue. Aa will 
bo remembered, the Southern Pacific 
railway was the first to throw down the 
gauntlet, and in view of tho big Chris- 
tian lOndeavor convention then about to 
meet in San Francisco, cut (luotations to 
about half what they were, making the 
fare from Chicago to the Golden Gate 
an even $25, This rate, though made 
specially in behalf of tho Endoavorers, 
did not alone apply to them, but to all 
who cared to travel. To keep pace with 
the move all the Northern lines had to 
make a corresponding reduction, and the 
" all-round " cut has been the means, it 
is estimated, of bring 50,000 people from 
the East to the Coa^t.

Among the freight 
brought in yesterday was a big load of 
sheep for some of the local butchers.

CiNci.NN-Aii, Aug. Four persons 
were burned to death about I! o'clock- 
tliis morning in a frame dwelling on 
i;im street, opposite Charles street. 
The names of the victims are: Ezra 
Kouse, Arthur Guth, Nellie Bennett, 
Koy Carr. The fire started from the ex- 
plosion of a gasoliue stove. Tho build- 
ing was a two story frame. 

Otto Adler kept an all-night restaur- 
ant in the lower etory of the house in 
which tbe three men and one woman 
perished. There were seventeen men 
and women in one room on the second 
Btory of the house. The occupants of the 
building refuse all information. None 
of the dead were burned. They were 
suITocated from the fire iu the adjacent 
rooms. The o»ly exit for escape was 
blocked by a bath tnp set on end at tho 
head of tho stairway. The smoke came 
from an adjacent room, where the fire 
was soon extinguished. 

It seems that it \C'as a wedding frolic, 
in which (.Uith, one of the dead men, 
was the bridegroom, and the daughter of 
Landlord Adler was the bride. The 
celebrants of the wedding used beer and 
cigarettes very freely, and it is new sup- 
posed that cigarettes started the flro 
and that beer caused the somnolence 
.which, with the up-ended bath tub, was 
the indirect causes of the fatality.
